go. Elderly women with tired, 
sagging faces; business women 
whose faces are tense and a little 
harsh from weariness and plan- 
ning and_ responsibilities and 
young girls with sadly blemished 
skins because they didn’t know 
—or their mothers didn’t now— 
the symptoms of acne and how 
to treat it. 

They seem a pretty ordinary 
and disheartening lot when they 
come in, yet they go out as if 
they had been touched by a 
fairy’s wand. Faces that are 
fresh and radiant and soft—new 
life and new beauty behind them. 
Make-up, when properly used, 1s 
that way! It can make faces 
softly vivid without beang arti- 
ficial or lurid. 

In rouge, powder, lipstick and 
eye shadow lies magic — but in 
them also lies danger. When they 
are inexpertly used they can 
make your face hard and old in- 
stead of youthful and radiant. 
The wrong shades of cosmetics, 
their crude application and in- 
sufficient blending are to be 
guarded against. Let’s see some 
of the commoner mistakes that 
women make in applying their 
cosmetics, 

Often one sees a woman with 
bright spots of rouge on each 
cheek — pink here — white there 
and hard lines especially along 
the jaws or back of the cheeks 
where the rouge leaves off and 
the powder begins. Again there 
is often a line between the cheek 
bone and the area just under the 
eyes. Sometimes we see dark, 
sharp lines where the lips meet 
after the lipstick has been ap- 
plied. All of these faults are due 
to carelessness or to inexperience. 

Blend for naturalness of effect! 
First of all be sure that your 
face is immaculately clean — an 
artist cannot paint over a soiled 
canvas! Use your favorite cleans- 
ing method and then apply a 
foundation—and with November 
already advanced the make - up 
base should be oily. You needn't 
always use something marked 
“foundation” for a base; often a 
softening cream or oil or hand 
lotion will serve the purpose sat- 
isfactorily. Pat your face with 
cold water after applying the 
foundation, and remove the ex- 
cess water with a tissue, but 
leave the skin slightly damp. 

Now using the first two fingers 
of your right hand, apply a little 
paste rouge in the center of each 
cheekbone, and with circular mo- 
tions spread and blend the rouge 
well under each eye and well out 
along your cheeks to your tem- 
ples. Be awfully careful not to 
get the rouge too far down on 
your cheeks or too far in toward 
your nose. The latter especially 
gives you a spiteful, unhappy ap- 
pearance. Blend until you cannot 
see where the color begins or 
ends, until the rouge area has a 
delicate, natural looking flush. 

Now take a clean powder puff 
and take up a generous amount 
of powder that matches your 
skin. Start low down on your 
neck and jaws and powder up- 
wards — your nose last of all. 
Powder generously and then take 
a soft brush or a clean whisp of 
cotton ayd remove the excess 
powder. Now you have a vital, 
youthful Jooking skin, but there 
are several tricks I haven’t men- 
tioncd yet.

GERMAN FOOL 
‘MIGHTY GOR

Pickles Important

foods, used in sauces and stuff- 
ings. The pickle flavors contrast 
so deliciously with other food 
flavors that they give best to any 
meal. 

Here are several recipes that 
Mr. Fritz Mattmueller, an inter- 
nationally known German+«Am- 
erican chef, recommends to home 
cooks as being especially delici- 
ous and asy to prepare.

Pickled Herring 
For the pickled herrinsc ap- 
petizers, soak a salt herring for 


twelve hours, changing the water 
severai times. Cut out two nice 
looking filets. Spread the filets 
so they lay on the skin side. Fill 
the inside with sheed onions and 
chopped sou. pickles. Then roll 
the herring filets and pin with 
toothpicks so that they hole to- 
gether. Place the rolled herring 
in a marinade of taragen vine- 
gar, bay leaves, whole peppers, 
mustard seeds, onions and sour 
pickles. Let the herring rolls 
soak for a. least twenty-four 
hours befcre serving. 
Pork Tenderloin 

Select a thick pork tenderloin 
and split it for broiling. Rub 
each tenderloin with melted but- 
ter and season with salt, pepper 
and celery salt. Broil under a 
hot gas flame until nicely brown- 
ed. Place the broiled tenderloins 
on a hot platter and pour a pi- 
quante sauce ovey them. 

For the sauce make a -hick 
brown gravy from the drippings 
in the pan. To this add two 
tablespoons of taragon vinegar, 
one tablespoon finely chopped 
shallot, one tablespoon finely 


chopped pickles and one table-. 


spoon chopped capers. Season 
with salt, pepper and one table- 
spoon of mustard. Cook slowly 
for fifteen minutes before serv- 
ing. 
Red Cabbage 

Red cabbage prepared the 
German way is a treat for any 
meal. Put three tablespoons of 
fat (the Germans use goosefat) 
in a frying pan and add one 
Small onion sliced thin. Fry: un- 
til brown and add to one small 
red cabbage that has been shred- 
dec fine, given a bath in hot 
salt water then drained, and 
mixed with one-half cup vinegar, 
one-half cuo sugar and salt to 
taste and soaked for ten minutes.

All of which reminds one of 
the “Last Crusade” and its lead- 
er, Field Marshal Viscount Ed- 
mund Allenby, captor of Jerw- 
salem from the Turks. There i.* 
NO more romantic a military 
figure in English history than 
this 72-year-old soldier, whose 
career has been one of vivid can- 
trasts. 

It 1s interesting to note, that 
Allenby was able to win the 
Palestine campaign for the Brit- 
ish through the valuable infor- 
mation he gleaned from the 
Bible. Field Marshal Allenby, 
found the Bible rich in military 
lore, filled with valuable infor- 
mation on the topography of his- 
toric battlefields. He did not hesi- 
tate to use this information to 
outwit the Turks when the op- 
portunity offered, just as Gideon 
defeated a superior force more 
than 3,000 years ago on the his- 
toric plain of Esdraelon, the tra- 
ditional site of Armageddon. 

Allenby's ruse, however, was a 
bit move up to date than trum- 
bets and the break of pitchers. 
Here's the way one historian de- 


scribes the Field Marshal's 
method. An officer from head- 
quarters rode into No Man’s 


Land with a small detachment as 
if for a reconnaissance. A Turk- 
ish cavalry patrol fired upon him 
and gave chase. The British offi- 
cer pretended to be wounded, 
rolled about in his saddle and 
finally dropped his field glasses 
and other articles, including a 
portfoho containing a number of 
papers. This portfolio had pre- 
viously been stained with blood 
and twenty pounds in notes were 
included to convey the impres- 
sion that the loss was not inten- 
thopal. 

The most important of the 
faked documents in the portfolio 
was a mock agenda for a con- 
ference at General Headquarters, 
-hdicating that the main attack 
would he carried out against 
Beersheba. To the great satis- 
faction of the British, the ruse 
worked. the Turks were drawn 
off, and Allenby concentrated his 
attack in the Jodan Valley, leay- 
ing all the tents and placing 
dummy horses painted on can- 


vas to represent the Desert 
Mounted Corps, which moved 
west. 

* * * 


ENERAL ALLENBY went to 

France in 1914, in command 
of the British cavalry division 
with the reputation of being able 
to handle cavalry as well as any 
other man in the Birtish Army. 
One of his exploits in the Boer 
War was still a tradition of the 
service. As a hard-riding young 
major, Allenby had swum _ his 
squadron of Inniskillings across 
the Modder River in the night to 
catch a well-entrenched Boer 
column in the rear and cut it to 
pieces. Killing or capturing the 
Boers to the last man, Allenby 
provided what was called one of 
the turning points of the hostili- 
ties. 

In France, General Allenby 
soon proved an outstanding sol- 
dier in covering the British re- 
treat from Mons. Germans have 
ackuowledged that Allenby and 
his cavalry were one of the prin- 
cipal factors in saving the British 
Army. But when the deadlock 
settled on the Western Front, 
trench warfare superceded war 
of manoeuvre. Tactics and stra- 
tegy had to be learned anew. The 
role of cavalry and cavalry lead- 
ers was particularly obsolete. 

Like the restless horses he 
rode, Allenby chafed at the bit 
when he was restrained and his 
cavalry was made infantry re- 
serve and stationed in the thin 
line holding the Channel ports. 
He wanted action, but was held 
in leash by General Headquart- 
ers. He became extremely irri- 
table with his staff and lived up 
to his service nickname, “The 
Bull.” He was in command at the 
Battle of Arras, a costly defeat. 
His attempt to use cavalry was a 
failure. 

One man, however, still be- 
lieved in the great cavalry lead- 
er. He was Lloyd George. The 
keen Welshman appraised Allen- 
by correctly. He attributed his 
failure as one of adjustment 
rather than of the man himself. 
He realized that the cavalryman 
had not yet adjusted himself to 
the new type of warfare. He did 
not accept this as meaning that 
Allenby would not prove useful 
elsewhere. Operations in Pales- 
tine had come to a standstill. 
The Turks had stopped Murray 
at Gaza. Open warfare was still 
the order of the day there and 
the Allies needed Allenby’s type 
in that theater of operations. 
Allenby was transferred. He grit- 
ted his teeth, resolved he would 
succeed. The world knows how 
well he did.
